1. Please do not predict sensational sales for 
any of our forthcoming titles. 
2. Point out instead to your customers that 
they are safe in ordering S&S titles. Do not 
say so. Prove it. 


444 Here is proof as to the record of books 
published by S&S during the past three months: 


ASS Nine books in all have been published 
during these three months, three in December, 
one in January and five in February. Each of them 
(excepting one) has been reprinted at least once. 
Yet over half of them are less than a month old. 


AAS Here is the record:

February 20th: What Shall We Name the 
Baby? 1 printing. 

February 21st: Ships. 3 printings. 

February 21st: Inflation Ahead. 6 printings. 


AAA Ask your customers to check up on 
their stock on these nine titles, and see whether 
their rate of sale doesn’t follow closely this chart 
of our printings. They will probably tell you 
that none of the books is having a phenomenal 
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sale (with the possible exception of Inflation 
Ahead), but that each title has been reordered 
one or more times. In placing reorders, ask them 
to anticipate about one month’s supply (a turn- 
over of 12 times a year), and to hase the quantity 
as much as possible in the light of their previous 
experience not only with these books of the last 
three months, but with all their S&S books. 


AAA Then, in presenting the forthcoming 


books, please do not promise the world. The 
books listed above show facts, not promises. 
They do not show sensations. Tell your customers 
that each book will be as well advertised as we 
know how, but that in general the initial advertis- 
ing appropriations will not be huge. Each book will 
have a minimum of $500, most of them will have 
more than $1,000, and one (the new Durant book) 
will have $5,000. These appropriations aren’t large. 
They are initial appropriations only. Booksellers 
will know from past experiences that as soon as 
a book shows signs of developing into a runaway 
— we will add further appropriations to each 
titie. 


Use these facts and figures. But in 
addition, go back to the advertising we have done 
in the past when a book caught on. Point to 
Nijinsky, The Coming American Boom, The Life 
of Our Lord, Little Man What Now, The First 
World War, Van Loon’s Geography. Or go further 
back if you wish, and point to books like Modern 
Art, The Art of Thinking, Trader Horn, Money 
Contract. And to the steady selling back list books 
like Fun in Bed, Men of Art, The History of The 
Russian Revolution, which were originally adver- 
tised with a moderate appropriation which was 
increased as the books sold, and which have been 
continued to feature. 


AeA The books that are to be published dur- 
ing the next few months include a few sure sellers, 
and a few dark horses. One or more in either 
category may develop into best sellers, but don’t 
ask for original quantities on that premise. Not 
only will it probably be a waste of time, but past 
facts do not warrant it.

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What Do Religious People Read? 


An Estimate of the Tendencies in Religious Thought 


WINFRED ERNEST GARRISON

THE PUBLISHERS AND BOOKSELLERS can tell 
you what kinds of books people buy, but it 
may be doubted whether they can give any 
exact information as to what kinds of people 
buy them. A recent study of the library cir- 
culation of a selected list of books has shown 
an astonishing variety of literary interests 
among persons whose occupations would not 
suggest rating them as high-brows. Mani- 
curists read Thomas Hardy. Garage mechan- 
ics read Santayana. Stenographers read Henry 
James, and William too. College professors 
read Mark Twain. The occupational hazard 
of narrow-mindedness seems to be less than 
one might have supposed. Practically any- 
body, so far as vocational status is concerned, 
is likely to be found reading anything. 

But that general finding of the wide dis- 
tribution of reading interests still leaves many 
specific questions to be answered. I am 
asked, what tendencies are observable among 
religious books, and what kinds of books do 
ministers and religious people read? 

It is always a surprising thing—especially 
surprising to those who have been led to be- 
lieve that religion is a waning interest and 
have been impressed by popular statements 
about the “twilight” of this and the “passing” 
of that—to discover that the annual statistics 
show that the number of religious books pub- 
lished is not much less than the number of 
novels and is generally greater than the num- 
ber in any other class with possibly one or 
two exceptions. In the absence of figures to 
show the volume of sales as well as the num- 
ber of titles, this perhaps does not mean 
much. 





Much more significant is the fact that a 
great many books which are not classed as 
religious, and ought not to be so classed, re- 
volve about religious themes; and that many 
which are classed as religious deal with 
social and practical matters that lie far out- 
side of the traditional fields of ecclesiastical 
concern. For example, John Dewey’s “A 
Common Faith” is unquestionably _philos- 
ophy, and Thornton Wilder’s “Heaven’s My 
Destination” is hilarious fiction, but both are 
books that would mean little apart from 
what they say about religion. Without that 
factor, indeed, they would have been impossi- 
ble. On the other hand, the majority of 
books which would be rated as religious by 
the most conventional scheme of classifica- 
tion—books about the Bible and the teaching 
of Jesus and the history of the church—are 
largely concerned with the “social implica- 
tions” of religion and its place in culture and 
civilization. 

Among current religious books one can 
find, in fact, almost every kind—except one. 
There are practically none that stress de- 
nominational interests or peculiarities. Even 
the denominational publishing houses not 
only do not confine themselves to denomina- 
tional propaganda and promotion, but they 
issue almost none of it. Those who cherish 
the ancient illusion that the various sects of 
Christians spend most of their energies in 
trying to demolish each other or win prose- 
lytes at each other’s expense would gain a 
different view by giving attention to the out- 
put of religious books. They might, indeed, 


get too favorable an impression. The spirit 
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of sectarianism is not dead; only it does not 
find expression now in books. Even the 
recent denominational histories are more sci- 
entific than propagandist. 

But what kinds of books do ministers and 
religious people read? I have no statistical 
data as to what they actually do read, but I 
can give some figures which represent, at 
least in a general way, my professional opin- 
ion as to what they are interested in. It is 
my business to purvey book reviews to the 
readers of The Christian Century, a fairly 
large constituency about half of which is 
made up of ministers with a pretty even 
spread over the principal Protestant denomi- 
nations, while most of the other half are 
probably active church members. It would 
be reasonable to assume that these readers of 
a periodical that describes itself as “a journal 
of religion” are interested in religious books. 
So they are, I am sure. But I would never 
dare to give them reviews only of books listed 
as religious by the publishers. They call for 
economics, biography, history, sociology, 
poetry and serious fiction—and clamor if they 
do not get enough of them. 

During 1934 The Christian Century tre- 
viewed 512 books. Among these I find that 
there were 74 biographies, and 62 books deal- 
ing with social questions, economics and 
American politics. Fiction came third with 
48. There were 46 books that I group, in 
this rather unscientific classification, under 
the head of “peoples and places”—books of 
travel and description and discussions of 
political and social movements in countries 
other than the United States. Religious peo- 
ple are not isolationists. I did not find many 
books on missions that seemed worth review- 
ing, though there were a few excellent ones, 
but I felt sure of a favorable reaction to books 
dealing with the problems and conditions in 
Russia, Japan, Germany, Mexico, and other 
countries where the waters are being rather 
deeply stirred by good or evil angels. Be- 
sides these peoples-and-places books, there 
were 39 others dealing with more or less 
secular history, 22 with more or less religious 
history (the line between the two is often 
thin and wavy), 15 with non-Christian re- 
ligions, and 27 with international relations. 
It is evident that, if the literary editor’s judg- 
ment was right, his clientele is quite as much 
concerned with world affairs as with the new 
deal and social and economic problems at 
home. It is my opinion (a) that the old- 
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time enthusiasm for foreign missions is 
neither dead nor sleeping; (b) that it is in 
the process of taking on new forms that are 
not yet entirely defined, the present inde- 
terminateness of which gives occasion for 
considerable puzzlement in the minds of the 
faithful; and (c) that the persistence of the 
old habit of viewing the task of the church 
as a world-wide responsibility furnishes the 
foundation for the present interest in concrete 
world problems. 

The larger groups of books have already 
been mentioned and I have not yet come to 
the categories which are recognizably “re- 
ligious” in the conventional sense. Here they 
are. There were 21 books about the Bible 
and biblical characters; 22 of theology; 11 
treating of church work and worship; g of 
sermons; and 18 others that resist classifica- 
tion except as simply “religious.” Add these 
together, and add such of the 32 books about 
education and psychology as dealt primarily 
with religious education, and you get a total 
of about 95 that are specifically religious in 
the traditional sense of the word. 

As supplementary facts, also significant in 
a minor way, it may be remarked that more 
plays and volumes of plays were reviewed 
than of sermons, 16 to 9g; that science was 
represented by 14 books in the total list, and 
poetry and the arts by 18; and that philosophy 
and sermons were tied for last place. This 
last item does not mean that metaphysics 
and homiletics make an equal appeal to the 
religious mind, for probably the chief reason 
that so few sermons are read is that so many 
of them are heard. An immense amount of 
good preaching is being done in this country 
—so much that most people can get all they 
need without getting it in books. You can 
no more gauge the popular appetite for ser- 
mons by counting the number of books of 
sermons that are published, or reviewed, or 
sold, than you can estimate the public’s need 
of oxygen by getting a report on the sale of 
oxygen in tanks. 

This array of figures, representing the num- 
ber of books of different classes reviewed in 
one “journal of religion” during twelve 
months, is a statistical picture of my estimate 
of the reading interests of several thousand 
ministers and laymen. Unless that estimate 
is all wrong, it must mean one of two things 
—or both: first, that religious people are in- 
terested in a good many things besides re- 
ligion and welcome the treatment of religion 
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and other cultural materials in the same 
pages; second, that they think of religion 
itself as a comprehensive category which 
contains much more than biblical literature, 
church organization, worship and doctrine. 

In reality, it means both of these things, 
and the two are closely akin. There is a type 
of “crisis theology,’ now gaining some cur- 
rency, which insists upon the utter impotence 
of human effort, the impossibility of progress 
by natural means, the impassable gulf be- 
tween culture and salvation for either the 
individual or society, and the impending 
doom of the whole social order unless it is 
lifted from the slough by the power of a 
God conceived as “utterly other” and trans- 
cendently detached from humanity. Brilliant 


Religious 
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books have been written in exposition of that 
theory. These books are themselves data in 
illustration of one tendency in religious litera- 
ture. But they are too few, and the favor- 
able reaction to them is too slight to affect 
the general curve. The mind of the great 
mass of ministers and religious laymen fol- 
lows a different formula. I am not saying 
which is right. In this brief statement I am 
concerned only to give some estimate of the 
tendencies in religious thought as revealed 
by current religious literature and the re- 
sponse made to it by the people to whom it is 
chiefly addressed. My judgment is that never 
before has the religious mind so boldly or so 


A Guide to the Books on This Important Subject

IN THE FIELD of religious education, under 
the head of books, pamphlets, and auxiliary 
material for parents and their children, the 
list of items is such a long one that in an 
article as short as this only a few representa- 
tive titles can be mentioned. Any student of 
the subject will at once recognize many gaps 
in this impressionistic sketch, which is in- 
tended rather to whet than to satisfy the 
appetite. 

Publishers and authors have been quick to 
recognize the fact that the first thing that 
needs to be done is to help parents get a clear 
idea of the Christian religion itself. The re- 
ligious atmosphere of the home in which a 
child grows up is one of the most potent 
influences in his life; the sort of religion 
actually lived by his mother and father, and 
the type of religious concepts entertained by 
them, must therefore be the first concern of 
parents who wish their children to achieve 
a real and vital religion. For this reason 
books such as “Self- Training in Prayer,” by 
Alan H. McNeile (Longmans), and “On 
Being Alive,” by W. Russell Bowie (Sertb- 


ners) are recommended, and “A Method of 
Prayer,” by Henry W. Fox (Student Christian 
Movement). One thinks also of H. E. Fos- 
dick’s “The Modern Use of the Bible” 


( Mac-

millan), and Bowie’s more recent “The Story 
of the Bible” (Abingdon Press). “The Bible 
at a Single View,” by R. G. Moulton (Mac- 
millan) is notable both for its brevity (81 
pp. & appendix) and for its clear presentation 
of the character of that greatest of books. 
And, since all groups of parents who meet 
for discussion find themselves coming back 
again and again to the subject of prayer, the 
following may be mentioned as_ typical: 
“Talking with God,” by J. J. Kensington 
(Morehouse); “The Meaning of Prayer,” by 
H. E. Fosdick (Association Press); and “Cre- 
ative Prayer,” by E. Herman (Doran). 

The family itself presents many problems: 
that is, just being a family is an art. For the 
better practice of this art several books have 
been written, such as “Problems of Christian 
Family Life,” by W. G. Fiske ( Westminster 
Press); “Christian Parenthood in a Changing 
World,” by J. H. Montgomery (Methodist 
Book Concern); and “The Home and Chris- 
tian Living,” by Percy and Margaret Hay- 
ward (Westminster Press). 

Though the number of children may be 
falling off, the number of books about them 
is enormous. They sprout on every publish- 
ing tree and flow from the pens of authors 
old and young, male and female, married 
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and unmarried, ministerial and lay. “The 
Child’s Religion,” by Pierre Bovet (Dutton): 
“Child Psychology and Religious Education,” 
by D. F. Wilson (Doubleday, Doran); “The 
Idea of God in Protestant Religious Educa- 
tion,’ by A. H. MacLean (Columbia Uni- 
versity); “The Child’s Approach to Religion,” 
by H. W. Fox (Harper); “Childhood and 
Character,” by Hugh Hartshorne (Pilgrim 
Press) are examples familiar to most religious 
educational leaders. “Children’s Prayers” 
(Pilgrim Press) is not what its name would 
imply to the casual shopper, for it is a diary- 
record made by their mother, the result of 
careful observation. This represents a type 
of child-study unfamiliar until the past five 
or six years, one which promises to help 
parents guide the religious growth of their 
sons and daughters with sympathy and im- 
agination. 

Now the scientific study of children of dif- 
ferent ages, especially with reference to their 
religious capabilities and the ways in which 
those faculties may be nurtured, may seem 
at first glance too painstaking, too mathe- 
matical, not to say indelicate. The religious 
life of any person, old or young, is very per- 
sonal, full of poetry and emotion, sensitive, 


and seemingly out of keeping with the at- 


mosphere of the laboratory. Must we have 
psychological and spiritual close-ups? Do 
we have to pry into these sacred precincts? 
The answer is that the better the child- 
studier is, the more sympathetic and reverent 
he is, and the more likely to tread delicately, 
keeping his sense of humor and _ balance. 
Dogmatism and pedantry mark the worthless 
books, humility and flexibility the good ones. 
Moreover, if we wish to fan the flame of 
religious faith in a child or youth, it is as 
important for us to know what sort of per- 
sonality we are trying to fan it in, as what 
sort of flame it is we are trying to fan. This 
is the reason for books like “The Dawn of 
Religion in the Mind of the Child,” by 
E. E. R. Mumford (Longmans); “The Re- 
ligious Development of Adolescents,” by 
Oscar Kupky (Macmillan); “Piloting Mod- 
ern Youth,” by W. S. and L. Sadler (Funk 
and Wagnalls); “Understanding the Adoles- 
cent Girl,” by G. L. Elliott (Holt); and 
many others that describe different age-levels 
or deal with special problems such as sex. 
Besides investigating The Religion We 
Want To Impart, and The Person We Want 
To Impart It To, there is also the process 
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of training parents or other teachers in the 
act of “imparting.” So the teaching-process, 
governed of course by our understanding of 
the learning-process, is explained in books 
like “How Shall I Learn to Teach Religion?”, 
by Blanche Carrier (Harper); “How Can | 
Teach 'My Child Religion?”, by George 
Stewart (Doubleday, Doran); “Parenthood 
and the Character Training of Children,” by 
T. W. Galloway (Methodist Book Concern): 
“Making the Bible Desired,’ by D. D. Bar- 
bour (Doubleday, Doran); “Christ and Mod- 
ern Education,” by C. E. Raven (Hodder); 
“Youth and the Bible,’ by Muriel S. Strei- 
bert (Macmillan). 

At the heart of the religious development 
of both children and parents is the life of 
prayer; books and pamphlets of devotion, 
therefore, are of major importance. “A Book 
of Prayers for Students” (Richard R. Smith) 
is an admirable collection; and “Family De- 
votions,” by H. C. Robbins (Century) pro- 
vides further good material. “The Way of 
Christ,” by J. T. Addison (Houghton Mifflin) 
is a devotional book for young readers be- 
tween the ages of eleven and fourteen, and 
younger children’ will find appropriate 
prayers in “A Son’s Prayers,” by W. D. Sted- 
man (Macmillan: and Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge), and in “A Prayer 
Book for Boys,” by Margaret Cropper (Mac- 
millan). “How We Can Help Children to 
Pray,” by E. E. R. Mumford (Longmans) is 
a good guide for parents, who, if they have 
children under twelve, will appreciate also 
“The Children’s Kingdom,” by Gwendoline 
Watts (Knopf), “Prayers for Little Children” 
(The Challenge Books and Pictures, Ltd., 
London), and “The Children’s Book of 
Prayers,” by S. B. Macy (Longmans). 

Parents who wish to keep in touch with 
what is going on in the world of religious 
education will naturally want to read one or 
two books which are written with the Sunday 
School chiefly in mind, for often the same 
child is both a pupil in the Church’s school 
and a member of the family at home. “Cre- 
ative Teaching,” by J. W. Suter, Jr. (Mac- 
millan) addresses itself to untrained teachers 
and is very elementary in its approach; 
“Teaching Without Textbooks,” by F. W. 
Danielson and J. E. Perkins (Pilgrim Press), 
“Building a Christian Character,” by Blanche 
Carrier (Richard R. Smith), and “Modern 
Methods in the Church School,” by William 
Grime (Round Table Press), give the reader 
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concrete examples of the actual procedure in 
the more forward-looking schools; while two 
typical Church-school courses built on mod- 
ern patterns are “Discovering Jesus,” by S. A. 
Weston (Pilgrim Press), and “The Kingdom 
Within,” by C. T. Webb (Macmillan). 

A display of representative curriculum- 
materials, however, would require an article 
by itself, and the same may be said of “Lives” 
of Christ—a group of books which would 
fill many shelves. 

In general, it may be said that most 
religious-educational books of today are alert 
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to the more assured teachings of psychology, 
and that they take note of the fact that the 
religious life is something that develops from 
within, rather than something that can be 
pasted on externally. The laws of spiritual 
growth are studied objectively, and are made 
to furnish inferences for the guidance of 
parents and teachers. Contemporary books 
are sensitive, too, to trends in social thinking, 
the task of religion being envisaged by many 
writers as that of equipping people to re- 
fashion the social order in conformity with 


the mind of Christ.

Publishers say it 
every year; but I, a bookseller, am ready to 
back them to the hilt this spring.

Religious books will sell, but they have to 
be bought and given a certain amount ot 
intelligent promotion. Once out and dis- 
played they will often speak for themselves, 
but they cannot climb down from the top 
shelf to which most of them are consigned 
by disinterested salespeople, nor can they 
order themselves.

It’s a hard 
life, theirs, battling the sales resistance of 
buyers! They won’t take advantage of you 
or overload your stock!

And 
most of us would not have to be centipedes 
to count those we have read on our fingers! 
Several suggestions that have proved valu- 
able to our department we will pass on for 
what they are worth. 


1. Weed Ruthlessly 


Go over your department and pull out the 
old stock. Take your beating on the mark 
down but do it fast; a slow death is so pain- 


ful. 


2. Hand Picked Fruit 


Then start fresh with an empty table and 
choose each book as though your life de- 
pended upon it. A very small, well-selected 
stock of religious books is far preferable to 
an overstocked table of old timers. There 
will probably not be more than twenty-five 
new titles each season and these, plus a care- 
fully picked assortment of standard books: 
a good Life of Christ, a book on Prayer, 
Bible Study, Missions, etc., by outstanding 
authors such as Paterson Smyth, Bishop 
Gore, Fosdick, Mrs. Hermann, T. R. Glover, 
A. T. Robertson, Crudens, Stanley Jones and 
Campbell Morgan should give you an ade- 
quate selection. 


3. Watch Your Stock 


Buy in small quantities, ones if necessary, 
and keep an eagle eye on your sales, reorder- 
ing each day or at least once a week until 
you have a fairly good idea of the authors 
who sell, how many of each title you can 
use and there will never be a religious book 
in your clearance. 


So much for the buyer! Just a word now 
about sales promotion. In the final analysis 
from this time forward everything depends 
on the salesperson. 
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1. Read, Salespeople, Read! 

The necessity for reading your books is 
more vital in this line than any other. No- 
where else are you as apt to make such a 
fatal mistake as in recommending a religious 
book with which you are not thoroughly 
conversant. Your most particular customer 
should be able to rely on any recommenda- 
tion you give as a book that will appeal to 
him, personally. The fact that the book is 
on the table means that you and your buyer 
endorse its soundness and value, and believe 
it to be a good book but not necessarily good 
for everyone. When you get one that is 
good, tell people about it, suggest religious 
books! No one will bite you, and the more 
modern you look the more surprised they 
will be, and will probably buy it. 


2. Cultivate the Clergy 

The clergy will be your most profitable 
customers, so I would suggest writing in the 
fall and again at the beginning of Lent to 
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the clergy of all denominations in your city 
telling them your plans for the coming sea- 
son, enclosing a list of books that you can 
thoroughly endorse and asking them to come 
in and go over your stock with you. Gain 
their confidence, tell them in advance about 
books that will interest them. Take their 
orders. In your group there will be two or 
three readers, ask them to review advance 
copies sent you and recommend them to their 
parishioners. On McGifferts’ “Christianity 
as History and Faith” I sold (or rather I was 
asked to charge) the review copy four times. 
By the way, it is an excellent book which 
deserves a much wider sale, yet I would 
never have bought it if Scribner had not 
sent me a review copy to pass around to my 
Advisory Committee, three clergymen, the 
Educational Secretary for the Diocese and a 
brilliant agnostic. Variety in a group like 
this is very helpful, as your customers will 
range from the moist with piety to the hard- 
ened skeptic.

Intellectual Religious Books Sell 


EVIDENCE OF THE continuing demand for 
“intellectual” religious books as compared 
with the strictly devo- 
tional comes from vari- 
ous sources. At Bren- 
tano’s in New York 
there is a steady sale for 
the books of Reinhold 
Niebuhr, “Jesus” by Ed- 
mund Fleg, “The Secret 
of Victorious Living” 
by Harry Emerson Fos- 
dick and “God and the Social Process” by 
Louis Wallis (University of Chicago). But 
devotional books also have their share of 
sales. Notable among these are “The Reveal- 
ing Christ,” the presiding Bishop’s book for 
Lent, published by Harper, and “The Riches 
of Christ: Readings for Lent” compiled by 
Bede Frost (Macmillan). Brentano’s also 
notes a steady demand for Bibles and prayer 
books. 

Eugene Exman, religious editor of Har- 
per’s, also testified to this demand and said 
that he had noticed that many booksellers 
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were putting such books as “The Secret of 
Victorious Living” on the general non-fiction 
tables, rather than classifying them strictly 
as “religious.” He told us, too, that book- 
sellers were doing quite a good deal to see 
that religious books received their proper 
distribution. Approximately one-third of the 
Harper religious books are distributed 
through general bookstores. A further in- 
stance of bookstore cooperation has occurred 
in relation to the Harper Monthly Pulpit 
Series. Several booksellers have written in 
to suggest the names of ministers whose ser- 
mons are popular in their communities as 
possible contributors to the series. 

Stull more evidence was given us by E. S. 
Hertell, religious editor of News-Week. 
We called on him to ascertain what evi- 
dence he had regarding the interest of the 
readers of this news magazine in religious 
books. He told us that there was a definite 
amount of interest. Each time News-Week 
has carried a short review or news story about 
a book a number of readers have written in 
for further information. When News-Week 
carried a short review of “The Catholic 
Church in Action,” many letters came in ask- 
ing for the name of the publisher (Macmil- 
lan) and the address of the Catholic Club. 


- The experiment of reviewing religious books 


was first tried last summer, and the response 
was great from the very beginning. Mr. 
Hertell says that books of information are 
more popular among the general readers than 
books of sermons. He feels that the broaden- 
ing activities of the church into politics and 
economics has had an encouraging effect on 
the interest of churchgoers in books. 


The Bookseller’s Responsibility 


ONE HARDLY NEEDs to remind the booktrade, 
or, in fact, any American industry of the 
crucial character of the spring of 1935, and 
responsibility weighs heaviest on the retail 
trade. While buying power is very slowly 
turning upward, hundreds of industries, 
whether they produce necessities such as 
clothing, household equipment, etc., or diver- 
sional items, are anxiously secking to turn 
the consumer’s dollar toward their particular 
products. It is competition like this which 
stimulates trade activity and _ ultimately 
creates a total gross business for the country 
out of which all can hope for reasonable pros- 
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perity, but the retail stores which make the 
best possible presentation of their wares will 
have the best chance of attracting customers 
to their line. It is the bookseller, backed by 
the barrage of publishers’ publicity and ad- 
vertising, who will strengthen the lines of 
contact between books and buying power. 

If we were to suggest special emphases for 
the season ahead, we should perhaps say to 
the booksellers: 


1. Make everyone feel as welcome in the 
bookstore and book departments as possible. 
Take special pains to insure that not a single 
customer leaves the store without having been 
offered real service, without his feeling that 
he is more than welcome to call again, with- 
out having added his name to a shop’s mail- 
ing list. This is the time to make the book- 
store the most alluring shop in the commun- 
ity. 

2. Personalize the shop by stressing the 
shop’s own selections of books, so that cus- 
tomers will feel that the store has opinions 
worth listening to and gives not only gen- 
eral service but particularized service to those 
who need it. 


3. Endeavor to extend the shop’s service to 
more types of readers. Reading interests are 
broadening, and there is much evidence that 
non-fiction has caught up and taken its right- 
ful place beside fiction as a bookstore com- 
modity. 


4. Keep up with current thinking by your 
own reading and display books of current 
thought prominently on your counters. Peo- 
ple will for a long time be reading thought- 
ful books on varied subjects, and the clearest 
and most considered opinions are in book 
form and should be available in every com- 
munity. 

5- Connect the use of books, right now 
with outdoor life. People naturally turn to 
the out-of-doors at this time of year, and too 
many are inclined to forget how much a 
bookshop can contribute to the success of a 
garden, to the enjoyment of outdoor life, to 
victories in sports, to the pleasures of travel. 


6. Finally, change the displays and gen- 
eral appearance of the store frequently, give 
the passerby as well as the customer the im- 
pression of success, up-to-dateness and good 
storekeeping.

Cut Price Technique 


New eEvipence of the technique of New 
York department stores using new books to 
sell other merchandise has appeared in the 
advertisement of Abraham & Straus of Brook- 
lyn. This advertisement, which occupied 
three columns, offered bargains in three gen- 
eral classifications: First, as attention-getters, 
popular new books over six months old such 
as “Good-bye, Mr. Chips,” and “While Rome 
Burns” at prices simply covering purchase 
cost plus about 10°; next, a collection of 
reprint specials such as have been issued 
lately by Doubleday and others at $1.46, 
$1.69, etc., on which the store would make 
the full margin of profit; next, a collection 
of simon pure remainders at whatever is the 
going price, but certainly at a profit to the 
store handling the books. 

In this type of advertising, recent books 
are being cut to sell other books at profitable 
margins, but the pricing of all the books at 
odd figures gives the impression to the public 
that all the books advertised are being sold at 


a sacrifice. 


A.B.A. Warehouse Succeeds 


It 1s PLEASANT to note that the idea of a con- 
solidated warehouse for publishers which the 
American Booksellers’ Association conceived 
some years ago has been steadily carried for- 
ward as a valued trade service, and there 
are now 22 publishers who ship their books 
to the trade through this warehouse at 35 
East 20th Street, New York. The latest pub- 
lishing house to be added to the list is Sheed 
& Ward. 

This warehouse was started to fill a real 
need, and the steady development of the 
work in face of competition and difficult 
times is a real credit to the officers of the 
Association and to Ellis Meyers, former Ex- 
ecutive Secretary, and Robert Coles, his suc- 
cessor. Such a service is a boon to both 
branches of the trade: the publisher, because 
of the economy and promptness of shipment, 
and the bookseller because it enables him to 
receive books from an assorted group of pub- 
lishers with less difficulty and in a shorter 
time. 

It is worth while marking these eight years 
of progress and wishing the enterprise fur- 
ther success. 
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News of the Week 


A.B.A. Convention May 19-20 


Tue ANNuAL ConveENTION of the American 
Booksellers Association will be held on Sun- 
day and Monday, May roth and 2oth, in New 
York City, at a place yet to be selected. 
Sunday afternoon and evening will be de- 
voted to registration and social events, while 
there will be an all-day business session on 
Monday, followed by the Annual Banquet 
on Monday night. The program has not yet 
been completed, but it is assumed that if the 
NRA is to be continued the discussion will 
center around bookselling under the Code as 
it did last year. Definite details of the pro- 
gram and names of speakers will appear in 
the Publishers’ Weekly as soon as they are 
decided upon. 


American Spectator Abandoned 


BECAUSE OF ITs GREAT success the five editors 
of the iconoclastic American Spectator an- 
nounced last week that the periodical would 
be put out of existence after the March issue. 
In the first issue the editors had announced 
“The moment that the editors feel that the 
American Spectator is becoming a routine 
job, is getting dull, and is similarly continu- 
ing merely as a matter of habit, they will 
call it a day and retire in a body to their 
estates.” Last week they found that the ven- 
ture was earning $1,000 a month net, and 
that it had become a property instead of a 
diversion. Hence the abandonment. 

The American Spectator was founded in 
November, 1932, with George Jean Nathan, 
Theodore Dreiser, Ernest Boyd, Eugene 
O’Neill, James Branch Cabell as editors. It 
was published by The American Spectator, 
Inc., of which Richard R. Smith was presi- 
dent. Subsequently Mr. Dreiser’s place on 
the editorial board was taken by Sherwood 
Anderson. In the fall of 1933 the paper 
was taken over from Mr. Smith by Tower 
publications. It originally carried no adver- 
tising, and to the end solicited none, although 
it carried a certain amount of copy that was 
offered it. The circulation of the final issue 
was in the neighborhood of 30,000 copies. 


New $1 Dictionary Out 


A pictionary defining and pronouncing 
50,000 terms and containing 1,000 text illus- 
trations was issued on March 8th by Funk & 
Wagnalls to retail at $1. The dictionary 
known as “The Modern Home and Office 
Dictionary” has been prepared by Frank H. 
Vizetelly in association with Marion J. 
Burchard. The publishers claim that this is 
the only $1 dictionary to have the illustrations 
incorporated directly in the text and that it 
defines about 10,000 more terms than any 
other dictionary of equal price. It has 32 
pages of synonyms, 16 pages correcting com- 
mon errors of speech, 29 pages of foreign 
words and phrases and 16 pages of maps in 
five colors especially prepared for this pub- 
lication by the C. S. Hammond Co. It is 
bound in red or blue Duroyd with head and 
foot bands and is lettered and stamped in 
gold. 

Two large editions were printed before 
publication, and the publishers look for three 
more printings this year. There will be a 
heavy advertising campaign, and two posters 
in six colors, 14” x 22” and 11” x 14”, are 
available to the trade. The American News 
Company has taken 450 of the large posters 
and 750 of the smaller ones. 

Several excellent dollar dictionaries, includ- 
ing one published earlier this year by the 
A. L. Burt Co., based on the World Syndi- 
cate dictionary, are now on the market and 
booksellers are finding them excellent mate- 
rial for special promotions. 


Book Exchange Tried in England 


A REVIVAL IN ENGLAND of the old and often- 
tried system of book exchanging is reported 
in The Bookseller for February 13th. The 
system is operated on a large scale by the 
Novel Book Exchange Company of London 
and allows purchasers of books to exchange 
the purchased books for others on payment 
of a small fee. If it proves satisfactory, the 
company plans to open “exchange depots” at 
hotels, railway stations and resorts. It will 
be remembered that this system was used 
many years ago by the Tabard Inn, and 
more recently by the Liggett chain of drug- 
stores. 
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Kansas Dealers Meet 


THe 19TH ANNUAL MeetinG of the Kansas 
Book Dealers Association was held February 
18th and 19th in Topeka at the Hotel Kan- 
san. Phil M. Anderson, president, and L. H. 
Endacott, vice president, presided. Herman 
Case, representative from the National Board 
of Stationers, spoke on the Stationers’ Code, 
he stressed the necessity of cooperating under 
the code to make a profit. The theme of the 
convention was “Is the Independent Merchant 
Doomed?” Warren Wilson, vice president of 
the Snowden-Mize Company of Atchison, 
Kansas, said that, paradoxically, cooperation 
would be the only method of salvation for the 
independent. All of the incumbent officers 
were re-elected, and it was decided to hold 
next year’s convention in Topeka. 


Birthday Honors to Goudy 


On Tuurspay Last a group of close friends 
of Frederic W. Goudy, on the occasion of 
his seventieth birthday, paid him the honor 
due to his genius and to his contribution to 
the printing art at a dinner held at the Am- 
herst Club arranged by the Typophiles. This 
group of lovers of fine printing and fine books 
could well assume that they were speaking 
for the world of printing and bookmaking in 
thus paying honor to this grand figure in 
American type design, whose influence has 
become world wide. 

In order to make this occasion memorable, 
a book of tributes was gathered together, the 
contribution of some two dozen distinguished 
American presses, and copies of this, to which 
its sponsors had given the frivolous and in- 
formal title of “Spinach Gathered from 
Many Gardens by the Typophiles and Fed 
to Fred Goudy on His Seventieth Birthday” 
were distributed to those present. The title- 
page was designed by Bruce Rogers. The 
complete check-list of the books of the Village 
Press of Frederic and Bertha Goudy, which 
was issued by the American Institute of 
Graphic Arts, was included as well as con- 
tributions from the Harbor Press, the Press 
of the Woolly Whale, the Spiral Press, and 
many others. The binding of the book was 
supplied by the bindery of the New York 
Public Library, John Archer, director. 

The planning of the party was by Paul 
A. Bennett of the Mergenthaler Linotype 
Company. 
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Macaulay Complaint Dismissed 


Tue Nationat Lasor Retations Boarp has 
decided that there was no basis for the com- 
plaint made last fall that the Macaulay Com- 
pany had violated Section 7-A of the NIRA 
when it discharged five employees who had 
been active in union activities. In dismiss- 
ing the complaint the board pointed out that 
the employees were let go on September 14th, 
1934 and that the book publishers’ code did 
not become effective until October 15th, and 
that 7-A did not apply in this specific in- 
stance. The dismissal of the employees 
caused considerable stir last fall, when the 
Office Workers’ Union called a strike at the 
Macaulay office and many well-known au- 
thors joined the picket line. 


Lenten Reading List Popular 


Tue Lenten Reaping List selected by P. W 
Wilson, staff writer for the New York Times, 
is receiving considerable publicity on the 
radio and in the religious press. Dr. S. 
Parkes Cadman, Dr. Daniel Poling, and Rev. 
J. W. Langdale all have spoken of the time- 
liness of this list in religious broadcasts. 

Mr. Wilson selected twenty-five books for 
special comment and recommendation after 
examining some eighty volumes submitted by 
the publishers. His list is unusually varied 
in scope and includes books by both Protes 
tant and Catholic authors. Reprints of the 
list may be obtained from the Religious Pub- 
lishers Groups of the National Association of 
Book Publishers, 347 Fifth Avenue, N. Y. 

The Herald Tribune Books carried in- 
teresting suggestions for reading during 
Lent, March 3rd, compiled by the Rev. 
Hughell Fosbroke, dean of the General The- 
ological Seminary, New York, and the edi- 
tors of the Commonweal. 


Scribner’s Reissues Book Buyer 


CHARLES ScriBNER’s Sons has reintroduced a 
monthly publication known as The Book 
Buyer, issued to give “news and views of 
Scribner books and authors.” Volume 1, 
Number 1 of the new series, under the edi- 
torship of Robert N. Fuller, appears this 
month and will be distributed free to Scribner 
bookstore and mailing-list patrons. It con- 
tains condensations from chapters of several 
important Scribner books, a profile of Thomas 
Wolfe, short reviews of a number of Scribner 
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books and several departments conducted by 
men well known in-the Scribner organization, 
including Robert Bridges and Dr. Will D. 
Howe. 

The Book Buyer was first introduced in 
1867 and continued until 1877, when publica- 
tion was temporarily suspended. A new 
series was started in 1884 which continued 
until sometime after the World War. This 
second series was sold by subscription and 
came to be a very important publication in 
the field of literary presentation. 


Macmillan Corrects Statement 


Tue MacMiLitan Company wishes to correct 
a statement that appeared in the February 
gth issue in an advertisement of “Hortus— 
A Concise Dictionary of North American 
Plants,” in which it was stated that the Amer- 
ican Joint Committee on Horticultural No- 
menclature had considered adopting “Hortus” 
to replace its own book. In the original news 
articles from which the story was condensed 
(reported in the American Nurseryman, the 
National Nurseryman, and the Florists’ Ex- 
change) the motion to adopt “Hortus” as an 
official guide came from a member, not of 
the Committee, but of the National Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen, who voiced a personal 
objection to the book on the grounds that it 
was out of date. Although this objection 
caused argument and was widely reported in 
trade journals, it was not regarded as rele- 
vant by the Committee, and the incident in 
no way affected the official status of the book 
on plant names compiled by the American 
Joint Committee on Horticultural Nomen- 
clature. 


Library Operator Fined 


A FINE OF $100 or 20 days in jail was imposed 
on Irving Plotkin, proprietor of a stationery 
store on Staten Island, when he was found 
guilty of renting obscene books to school chil- 
dren. The books in question were “Female” 
by Donald Henderson Clarke and “Unwill- 
ing Sinner” by Gordon Sayre. In presenting 
the decision of the court the judge said: 
“The books have no merit whatever. They 
are smutty, dirty and vulgar, with no redeem- 
ing features. This court has got to protect 
the youth of the community. It has got to 
protect people against this atmosphere just 
as the Board of Health protects them against 
typhoid fever and other diseases.” 
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Religious Book Notes 


Tuat H. V. Morton’s “In the Steps of the 
Master” will reach the 100,000 mark this year 
in the United States alone is the prophecy of 
Andrew Dakers of Rich & Cowan of London 
who was in New York this winter for the 
first time in several years. The book has every- 
thing, Mr. Dakers says, that makes for popu- 
lar appeal—rightness of observation, thor- 
oughness of research, amazing instinct for 
being in the right place‘at the right time, a 
touch of sentimentality and of poetry. 

In August, 1933, Mr. Dakers was playing 
golf on the course below Goodwood in Sussex, 
and just as he approached to the first green 
out of nowhere came the idea for a new book 
called “In the Steps of the Master.” He per- 
suaded H. V. Morton, author of the phe- 
nomenally popular English travel books, to 
write it. Morton went to Palestine in the 
early spring of 1934, and by the end of Sep- 
tember he had read the proof of his book— 
140,000 words. Rich & Cowan printed and 
bound a first edition of 100,000 copies. The 
English printer, Richard Clay, got the whole 
job done in 19 days and the book was pub- 
lished on the firm’s second anniversary, 
October 25th. 

J. H. Crane, the sales manager for Rich 
& Cowan, wagered Cowan that he would have 
an advance sale of 50,000 copies in the British 
Empire alone by publication date, though all 
he had to show the big buyers was a dummy 
with the illustrations and galley proofs. 

He won his wager by a stroke of sheer sales 
genius. Towards the last office hour of pub- 
lication day, Crane found himself 1200 shy 
of his 50,000. He called by transatlantic tele- 
phone the head of the Ryerson Press in his 
office at Toronto and persuaded Mr. Walker 
to double his original order, that order hav- 
ing been the largest ever given for any single 
book. Since then the Ryerson Press have re- 
ordered, justifying Mr. Crane’s audacious pre- 
vision. 

The English publishers sold the book 
chiefly through the regular trade channels 
to the general public. They put on a very 
spectacular advertising campaign with bus 
and newspaper advertising and heavy adver- 
tising in the church papers of all kinds. 

Dodd, Mead & Co. have planned a con- 
siderable campaign which will reach its apex 
the first of April. They are doing promotion 
through the Publishers’ Weekly, and have 


imprinted 50,000—3 color circulars for the 
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trade. These cir- 
culars carry en- 
dorsements of 
religious leaders 
in various de- 
n ominations. 
Dodd, Mead are 
also preparing a 
set of window 
cards done by 
offset from Mr. 
Morton’s origi- 
nal photographs 
of the Holy 
Land, repeating 
six of them in 8 
x 10 size. These 


are printed in 
two tones. 
The response 


to the campaign 
has come from 
various denomi- 
nations. The 
book has been 
endorsed by 
Baptists, Meth- 
odists, Presbyte- 
rians, Congregationalists, Catholics, Chris- 
tian Scientists and Episcopalians, also by the 
Religious Book Club, Catholic Book Club 
and Spiritual Book Associates. They are pre- 
paring for clerks a limited presentation edi- 
tion which will be ready about April 1st. 

Mr. Dakers insists that 100,000 Britons 
can’t be wrong and prophesies just as great 
sales for the book in America. His prophecy 
seems all the more reasonable when reports 
from seven stores list “In the Steps of the 
Master” as a February best seller. The seven 
stores are: Brentano’s, Washington, D. C.;

The story of the origin of “The Revealing 
Christ” is interesting. The Presiding Bishop’s 
book has been an institution in England for 
the past 28 years. Each year the Presiding 
Bishop asks a clergyman to write him a 
Lenten book. These books have sold more 
than 10,000 copies a year. The English 
book this year is “The Gate of Life” by 
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Dr. William R. Inge, who was until last 
year Dean of St. Paul’s in London. 

Eugene Exman, Harper’s religious book 
editor, conceived the idea of an American 
book of the same sort. Philipp Fey of Gor- 
ham’s suggested that it be sponsored by the 
Rt. Rev. Dr. James de Wolf Perry, Presiding 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church here. Dr. 
Perry was delighted with the project and 
asked nine leading Church figures to join 
with himself in writing the book, which 
contains readings for each of the 40 days of 
Lent. The book is already tremendously 
successtul. News-Week, a weekly news 
magazine, devoted two columns to the story 
of England’s and America’s Presiding Bis- 
hops’ books, and found it of great interest 
to its readers.

We've been making inquiries about the 
special plans booksellers have for promoting 
religious books. At the Otto Ulbrich Co. 
in Buffalo, the store canvasses the ministers 
of the community to find out their plans 
for mentioning books during the Lenten 
season. A printed pamphlet showing the re- 
sults of this canvass is mailed to the store’s 
customers. Ulbrich’s also has a special table 
or counter section displaying books recom- 
mended by ministers of the city.

Philipp Fey of Edwin S. Gorham, Inc., of 
New York City, says that his greatest sale 
of religious books comes just before and dur- 
ing Lent, as Gorham’s is primarily an Epis- 
copal bookstore. Shortly after the Christmas 
season, Gorham’s combs the market here and 
in England for the newest religious books 
and selects what it thinks suitab!e for its 
Lenten catalog. Gorham’s then gets in touch 
with the rectors of the leading churches, 
finds out what their Lenten reading lists will 
contain, and makes suggestions from the new 
listings it has secured. In this way it 1s 
possible to regulate the stock, as the shop 
has a fair idea of what will be called for. 
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The Western Book and Tract Co. in Oak- 
land, California, which serves the Conserva- 
tive group finds the sale of religious books 
very encouraging, with 1935, to date, ahead 
of 1934, and 1934 considerably ahead of 
1933. This store finds that the best adver- 
tising is in publications that reach Church 
people. A weekly advertisement is run in 


the church section of the Oakland Tribune. 
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Results have shown that this advertisement 1s 
read by the right people. 
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The Los Angeles branch of the American 
Baptist Publication Society tells us that it 
takes a good author and a little push to put 
over the sale of a religious book. Last fall 
the store had in stock “The Sin of Being 
Ordinary” by F. B. Fagerburg, pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of Los Angeles (Judson 
Press). It circularized a good list all 
over the state and sold 400 copies during 
the holiday season. Bullock’s made a win- 
dow display of the same book and had ex- 
cellent sales. Fifty copies were sold through 
a display in the church lobby and at the 
church office of the First Baptist Church. 
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In the Kansas City branch of the Ameri- 
can Baptist Publication Society book busi- 
ness during the past 18 months has been 
stimulated by consistent advertising through 
correspondence, monthly bulletins, and cir- 
culars to a select mailing list. W. J. Smith, 
the manager, feels that the trouble with 
many bookstores is that they don’t know 
their own clientele and are not willing to 


pay the price to get this information. “If 
you learn to know the type of reading in 
which your customers are interested,” he 
says, “and keep them posted, you will sell 
more books and add new names to your list 


daily.” Good service is also vital to the 
bookseller’s success, Mr. Smith says.

Still a third branch of the American Bap- 
tist Publication Society is the one in Phila- 
delphia. Here it has been found effective 
to concentrate on one book at a time, send- 
ing out a letter to the mailing list and mak- 
ing a good display in the store. “Christian 
Faith and the Modern Doubt” (Scribner) 
has been treated successfu'ly in this way as 
have “Christ and Human Suffering,” “I 
Follow the Road,” and “The Secret of Vic- 
torious Living.”

The Biola Book Store in Los Angeles sup- 
plies neighboring churches with displays of 
books recommended by their pastors for in- 
spection by the congregation. This method 
effectively reaches many customers who are 
inclined to procrastinate. Orders are taken 
at the churches and turned over to the book- 
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store. A mailing list is also an asset to this 
store, which has a rather unusual method 
of getting new names. It offers a booklet 
free for every four or five new names a per- 
son turns in.

Whitmore and Smith in Dallas, Texas, has 
given us a brief outline of its plans and pro- 
gram for the current season. To begin with, 
each of the preachers in the vicinity was 
supplied with a copy of the religious book 
list published in Books of the Month and 
separately by the R. R. Bowker Co. This 
has been the practice since the list origi- 
nated. Then, through the cooperation of 
publishers, review copies are obtained of the 
more important religious books and these are 
given to the local papers for review. At the 
fall conferences of preachers and active lay- 
men Whitmore & Smith sets up an attractive 
display. Sales in 1934 at these conferences 
were very good, equal, in fact, to those of 


1930. 

“Romance of Fire,” a novel with a religious 
background published by Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Publishing Company in Grand _ Rapids, 
Michigan, is going into its third printing and 
from the way orders are coming in to the 
publishers there will probably be a fourth 
printing within a month. The book was 
published last October. 
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During the first three months following 
publication, Harper’s sold more than 15,000 
copies of Harry Emerson Fosdick’s “The Se- 
cret of Victorious Living,” a book that con- 
tains Dr. Fosdick’s radio sermons as did his 
earlier book, “The Hope of the World.” 
Each book will shortly be available in a 
leather edition, and there will be an attrac- 
tive poster which is designed to remind any 
bookseller’s clientele that the sermons of Dr. 
Fosdick which they hear over the radio are 
available in book form. Harper’s considers 
the success of these two books a graphic 
contradiction of the general assumption that 
books of sermons do not sell. 
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A very short time after Dr. W. Cosby Bell 
completed the manuscript of “If a Man Die” 
(Scribner) he was stricken with a heart at- 
tack. With entire calmness in the few hours 
before his death, which he knew was inevit- 
able, he sent a brief message to his students. 
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Dean Inge and ]. G. Wilson of Bumpus in London, beside a display of Dr. 
Inge’s books. Remington-Putnam’s in Baltimore and the Pilgrim Press recently 
carried similar displays with hand-lettered signs carrying a quotation from Dr. 
Inge: “I have given my message. I wish to be remembered only by my books.” 


Letters concerning that message have been 
received from China, Vienna, Ceylon, Paris, 
England, Brazil and Alaska. It has been 
reprinted on the final page of the book. 
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Dodd, Mead has added a last-moment title 
to its religious list. It is “My Utmost for 
His Highest: the Golden Book of Oswald 
Chambers,” a book of selections for daily 
reading. It has been used extensively in Eng- 
land by the Oxford Group Movement. Pub- 
lication will be later this month at a price of 
$1.50. 
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Scribner’s has made two large printings 
of A. T. Robertson’s “Epochs in the Life of 
Simon Peter,” because the life and letters 
of the Apostle Peter have been the subject 
of the Improved Uniform Lessons for Jan- 
uary, February and March.

An Outline History of Publisher's Binding in England, 1820-1900 


JOHN CARTER

7. The Establishment of Supremacy, 1841- 
1855. 

The fashion for pictorial blocking, which 
took hold seriously about 1840, was inti- 
mately connected in its earlier years with 
the popularity of the illustrated novel, pub- 
lished in parts and subsequently in single 
volume form. The phenomenal success of 
“The Pickwick Papers” in 1836-37 raised the 
fictional part issue from its “servants” hall” 


status, and launched a branch of publishing 
which flourished for thirty years and more. 
Dickens had put the author of “text to ac- 
company plates” on an equal. footing (at 
least) with the artist; and now that the two 
were really collaborators in the completed 
book, the influence of the illustrator was soon 
visible in the design of the bindings of fiction. 
The novels of Dickens, in the plainness of 
their volume form, are an exception: Ains- 
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worth, at the other end of the scale, was 
richly pictorial in cloth, and the selling 
appeal angle is clearly shown in Bentley’s ad- 
vertisements of “The Tower of London” in 
1840 as “handsomely bound in cloth extra 
with designs by George Cruikshank on the 
cover, 14/6.” 


The arabesque blind designs which came 
in about 1837 continue through the earlier 
forties for poetry and belles lettres, and 
blind borders and frames (aside from the 
conventional mitre rules round the edges) ac- 
quire a fairly general standing. Novels, 
other than those bound from parts, remain 
unexciting in their full cloth form, and 
poetry is divided between the austerity be- 
loved of Moxon and the prettiness of the gift 
book. 

In the evolution of fabrics, the ’forties 
and early “fifties were a period of quiescence: 
though the outcrop of striped cloths about 
1845 and of marbled cloths between 1851 
and 1855 must be recorded. Minor varia- 
tions and improvements among the estab- 
lished favorites were, of course, continuous, 
but the cotton famine, the Crimean War 
and the American Civil War made cloth in 
the “fifties expensive and no doubt discour- 
aged enterprise in the manufacturers; just 
as it kept the novel a slave to half cloth as a 
concurrent style of only gradually decreas- 
ing predominance. 

The advances of this period were princi- 
pally confined, then, to the sphere of decora- 
tion and design. Pictorial ink blocking ap- 
peared in the early “forties, and the bookstalls 
of the late “fifties and ’sixties were gay with 
picture-boarded cheap fiction. And always 
the various possibilities of gilt ornament for 
different classes of books were being ex- 
plored, with varying degrees of artistic suc- 
cess. The ‘fifties produced the earlier and 
better examples of that tremendous elabora- 
tion of gilt ornament for illustrated poetical 
works which is usually associated with “the 
‘sixties’; and in general this period may 
fairly claim not only the achievement of 
supremacy for publisher’s cloth, but even 
the title of its golden age. 


8. The Expansion of the Fabric Range and 
the Achievement of Mechanical Per- 
fection, 1856-1870. 

The years between 1856 and 1865 are 
noteworthy for a regular spate of new cloths. 
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Wavy grain, bead or bubble grain, dot and 
line patterns, pebble grain, herringbone de- 
signs, sand grain: all these (several of them 
in more than one well-marked variety) ap- 
peared in brisk succession. Spotted cloths 
and striped cloths enlivened the scene. And 
for the moment the impetus has passed from 
decoration to fabric. 

Fiction had finally gone over completely 
to cloth, and its demands for novelty kept 
up a constant pressure on the output of new 
variations. Technical and mechanical de- 
velopments in the bindery were reaching a 
condition of efficiency which left very little 
that was essential still to be desired. But 
the days of epoch-making discoveries were 
over. The new combinations of color and 
fabric make an impressive show on a book- 
shelf, but they need very little documenta- 
tion from the historian. 


g. Variations on the Technically Perfect In- 
strument, 1871-1900. 


The development of publisher’s cloth dur- 
ing this period belongs, with one important 
exception, to the history of taste. Books 
followed, usually at a conservative distance, 
the decorative tendencies of life and the arts, 
as far as their covers were concerned: though 
the impress of the movement associated with 
“the ’nineties” on book production was both 
direct and influential. Beardsley, Ricketts, 
Whistler, Laurence Housman all designed 
book covers, and with a very marked degree 
of success. 

The exception, mentioned above, was pro- 
vided by that long overdue event, the death 
of the three-decker. During the ’seventies 
and ‘eighties the margin of profit to the 
publisher on a novel which retailed at 31/6 
was ridiculously large, even when we con- 
sider the fact that sales to the public were 
very few and the discount to the circulating 
libraries was fifty per cent. Some publishers, 
Bentley being the most notable case, spent 
some of this surplus on embellishing their 
books in the most extravagant manner; so 
that the fantastication of fiction in this pe- 
riod is a direct consequence of economic mal- 
adjustment. George Moore and Vizetelly, 
his publisher, sounded the death knell of the 
three-decker when, since Mudie’s library re- 
fused to handle “A Modern Lover” in its 
original form, they re-issued it in one vol- 
ume at six shillings, to sell to the public. 
The old species died slowly, lingering on 
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well into the ’nineties; but the cheap novel 
had come to stay, and its price left no mar- 
gin for purple and gold. A workmanlike 
simplicity has characterized the novel in gen- 
eral ever since. 

The only other phenomenon which stands 
out from the even course of steady develop- 
ment is the Cranford series of illustrated re- 
prints, published by Macmillan and imitated 
quite shamelessly by several other publishers. 
These books, illustrated in black and white 
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by such artists as Hugh Thomson and pub- 
lished at a non-net price of only six shillings 
a volume (i.e., four shillings and sixpence 
for cash), were a tremendous success: and 
the lavish and effective gilt decoration which 
in most cases practically covered their spines 
and front covers not only makes them con- 
spicuous on any bookshelf, but shows what 
a lot the publisher of 1899 could get for his 
money in the way of binding. With the 
publisher of 1901 we are not concerned here.

Rare Book Notes 


FREDERICK 


AN INTERESTING SALE of first editions mainly 
of modern authors will be held by the Ameri- 
can Art Association Anderson Galleries, Inc., 
on March 13th and 14th. It will comprise 
many items from the library of the late 
Charles MacAllister Willcox of Denver, Colo- 
rado; a portion of the library of John Myers 
O’Hara, of New York; the balance of the 
Eugene Field collection of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. William K. Bixby, and other properties. 
Among the modern authors represented by 
more or less important groups of books are 
Sir James Barrie, Willa Cather, Samuel L. 
Clemens, Joseph Conrad, Stephen Crane, John 
Galsworthy, Lafcadio Hearn, Rudyard Kip- 
ling, Jack London, John Masefield, W. Somer- 
set Maugham, George Moore, George Bernard 
Shaw, Booth Tarkington, and Oscar Wilde. 
American and English authors of an earlier 
period are represented by many rare items 
in fine condition. Among the outstanding 
lots are a first issue of the first edition of 
Clemens’s “Tom Sawyer”; “A Noble Frag- 
ment,” being a leaf from the Gutenberg 
Bible; a first issue of the first edition of 
Longfellow’s “Evangeline,” with an auto- 
graph letter in reference to the poem by the 
author inserted; the Second Folio edition of 
Shakespeare; and the first collected edition 
of Spenser’s “Faerie Queen.” There are 
many other rare items of nineteenth century 
authors, and some of earlier periods. 


Discovery OF ORIGINAL MANUscRIPTS of Bee- 
thoven, some of which would correct present 
printed versions to conform with the text of 
the composer, was announced in Berlin on 
Washington’s birthday. Max Unger, an au- 
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thority on Beethoven manuscripts, disclosed 
that he had found 250 letters and many 
musical scores of Beethoven in the possession 
of a Swiss collector. The announcement 
that the discovery included some unknown 
works has created keen interest in musical 
centers. The scores, Unger said, included 
Beethoven’s own manuscript of one of the 
trombone parts of the Ninth Symphony, 
completing the manuscript of the work. 
Some of the most valuable items were au- 
thentic versions of some unknown works 
which would make correct printed versions 
possible. Most of the 250 letters were writ- 
ten to the composer’s publishers on business 
matters. Others addressed to his friend the 
pianomaker, Andreas Streicher, discussed the 
value of Streicher’s instruments, which rfiade 
improvements in the lightness of touch and 
string vibration perfected by  Streicher’s 
father-in-law, Johann Andres Stein. Once 
more, the musical world is indebted to a 
collector for the preservation of important 
manuscripts and other autographic material. 


INTEREST IN ORIGINAL MANUSCRIPTS and first 
editions of musical compositions appears to 
be growing. The First Edition Bookshop of 
London has just issued “A Catalog of First 
Editions of French Music” with an intro- 
duction by M. D. Calvocoressi, in which he 
says: “When I first saw Mr. Cecil Hopkin- 
son’s catalogs of first editions of music (in- 
cluding contemporary music), I experienced 
a mixture of wonderment that interest in this 
order of collecting should have arisen at last 
and should not have arisen (at least, to any 


perceptible degree) long before, and of 
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memories of the fate that overtook—even 
within my own experience—a good many 
prize specimens of the genus.” Continuing, 
the musical critic writes: “I have no doubt 
that good copies of modern musical works— 
and especially those works which caused 
great excitement when they appeared—must 
be rare indeed. The number of published 
copies must have been small as a rule. It is 
unlikely that any appreciable number were 
ever deliberately collected as first editions of 
books are. Most of them fell into the hands 
of musicians and music-lovers interested in 
performing or studying them, and so must 
have been thumbed out of existence almost 
as effectually as “The Pilgrim’s Progress” or 
“The Compleat Angler.” Noteworthy items 
in the present catalog are first editions of 
Bizet’s “Carmen,” including portions after- 
wards cut out; Gounod’s “Romeo et Juliette,” 
containing a whole scene not to be found in 
any other edition; Debussy’s “Pelleas et Meli- 
sande,” with the interludes:as originally writ- 
en; and the gem of the catalog, Berlioz’s 
‘“Huit Scenes de Faust,” published in 1829, 
the fountain head of his “Damnation” com- 
posed eighteen years later. The history of 
the unique edition of this work is known: 
few copies were printed, only a few of these 
went out, and Berlioz eventually destroyed 
the remainder. This catalog, a model of its 
kind, comprises 127 lots, many very rare, and 
all of great interest. 


The London Times, in its “Notes on Sales,” 
says: “The London sales rooms were charac- 
teristically quiet during January, but there 
was an unusual burst of activity in New 
York. There are, indeed, signs of returning 
confidence in America. The first effect of 
the slump was to check speculative buying; 
the consequent fall from exaggerated prices 
led even the collector who most regretted 
having invested in so unremunerative a com- 
modity as a library to hold on in hope of 
better days, with the inevitable result of a 
further weakening of confidence. It has 
more than once been argued in this column 
that the fault has lain, not with the average 
buyer—least of all with the responsible 
dealer who, hardest hit, has nevertheless taken 
a long view and endeavored to maintain some 
sort of solidity in the market—but with the 
vendor. ‘A little courage on the part of the 
vendor,’ we wrote nine months ago, ‘would 
immediately restore confidence throughout 
the trade.” And we added that there were 
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several important libraries ‘fearfully await- 
ing the millenium.’ It is therefore reassur- 
ing-to find that, in what is usually a slack 
period, three valuable collections have been 
dispersed by the American Art Association 
Anderson Galleries, Inc., with far from un- 
satisfactory results.” 


IN OUR ARTICLE ON “American Auction Cata- 
logs” in The Publishers’ Weekly of February 
16th, in discussing an English auction cata- 
log, we remarked that “if an American auc- 
tion house was to issue the same type of 
catalog, as the one in question, lacking the 
vital information that American auction buy- 
ers are accustomed to get, the sale would fall 
flat.” Since making this statement we have 
seen a printed list of buyers at the sale and 
we were able to identify only two American 
buyers, a collector and a dealer, notwith- 
standing a wide circulation of the catalog in 
this country. Both of these buyers were 
familiar. with the collection and were not 
dependent upon the catalog for information. 
This result was just about what we would 
have expected. 


RARE AND VALUABLE BOOKS are continually 
being discovered in public and private libra- 
ries in this country and in Europe. Hidden 
away on a third floor shelf in the Public 
Library of Omaha a rare first edition of John 
Calvin’s “Institution of Christian Religion,” 
a fine, well preserved copy, has just been 
discovered. The newly discovered volume 1s 
the first edition English translation by 
Thomas Norton, original having been written 
in Latin. It was published in London in 
1561, three years before the death of the 
Protestant Reformation leader.
